Cc IS NOT OFTEN THAT VIEe- 

toria has four. candidates in 
a Mayoralty contest, and the 
current campaign which will come 
to a climax next Saturday offers 
voters a wide range of preference. 
Because the approaches and policies 
of Mr. Baird, Mr. Haddock and Mr. 
Stewart differ in some significant 
details, it is important that voters 
have a clear idea of what-they want 
‘the next mayor to accomplish, and 
then choose the man’ they believe 
best able to accomplish that 
purpose. Mr. Scott’s candidacy is 
more in the nature of a token ges- 
ture. 


Victoria is in the fortunate 
position of having had a succession 
of very able men during the past 
few years. To go back only as far as 
Mayor Scurrah, it has been obvious 
that a new spirit of progressiveness, 
a new concept of the city as a 
thriving element in Canada’s evolv- 
ing era on the Pacific Coast, has 
emerged.

It took able. leadership to rouse 
Victoria from an extended period of 
quiescence —-~ perhaps stagnation 
would be a truer word. With the 
advent of Mr. Wilson; the city took 
an important step ahead from the 

~ basis laid by Mr.-Scurrah.—During 
this period we saw the development 
of city squares, parking buildings 
and plans for pedestrian malls 
which would rehabilitate the down- 
town business core. The momentum 
was preserved by Mayor Toone, 
longa worker for the Rose- 
Blanshard program, before his tra- 
gic death in office. Mayor Stephen 
continued the pace and stepped it up 
with a still broader view of 
Victoria's potential for the future, 
and strong support for the dramatic 
Wharf Street rehabilitation plan 
which eventually will re-create 
much of the city’s harbor-front. 


The dominant theme of these 
civic leaders was the forward look, 
the willingness to break with. the 
past where necessary and launch 


out on exciting new concepts. 
Wherever possible the city’s 
history has been preserved in 


buildings and functions: but the 
ability to plan ahead, to think—in 
terms of ordered change, to greet 
proposed innovation as a possible 
opportunity rather than a looming 
threat, has emerged as one of the 
most necessary qualities to be 


sought in any man leading Vic- 
toria’s . administration today and 
tomorrow. 7 

But another essential element 
has been added to the task of the 
mayoralty in the last few years.— 
one which is new in the city’s 
experience. This is the current trend 
toward increasing area co-opera- 
tion, and integration of the work of 
the local municipalities. Partly 
arising from the obvious necessity 
imposed by growth, and partly from 
the strong pressure of provincial 
authorities, the regional concept has 


“become a major factor in the 


municipal life of this area as of 
many Others. In rapid succession, 
various governmental functions 
which overlap the traditional muni‘ 
cipal boundaries have been taken 
over by a joint regional authority 
representing the districts involved, 
and this movement will obviously be 


extended and intensified in the 
future.

Technostructure’ Calls the Tune 


OME months ago, when Professor 
John Kenneth Galbraith proposed 
direct price and wage controls to cure 
inflation, his critics supposed that he was 
merely reviving an 
apparatus workabie 
in. wartime and un- 
workable in peace. 
time. But there was 
much more to it than 
that and all of us had 
better understand it. 
In fact, the American 
economist. and 
Philosopher has 
recognized, as busi- 
ness and labor lead- 
ers usually do not, that the entire 
continental economic system is being 
twisted and wrenched by a new process 
which the text-books overlook and 
government has yet to grasp. 

As described in Professor GaJbraith's 
recent speech, this process is a kind of 
quiet, internal explosion within the 
heartland of the system, and explosion 
hurling its debris, so to speak, at the 
perimeter where most of us live. One of 
the natural results is the .many-sided 
thing we call inflation and the major 
casualty is the average citizen 

Perhaps because he is a nostalgic 
native son of Canada, Mr. Galbraith 
revealed the latest stage of his thinking 
in Ottawa. Unfortunately tis speech was 
lost for the moment in the rush of less 
significant matters. But anyone who 
reads the full text must see at once that 
its contents will not perish from this 
early neglect. In due time the facts will 
compel ug to face them.

Galbraith Summary 


If I may attempt a brief, crude 
summary) Mr. Galbraith begins by 
reiterating certain facts already isolated 
in his famous books. Among them is the 
fact that the owners of the truly big 
industries have lost effective.control of 
their property. A few of the sharebolders 
may meet now and then in a pathetic, 
ceremonial fashion, but they make no 
vital decisions. 

Ostensibly the decisions are made by 
the directors, but this, too, is-largely a 
fiction. The -real- control of such 
economic empires has passed from the 
owners, ‘the directors and even the so- 
called managers to what Mr. Galbraith 
calls the “technostructure.” That is to 
Say, the corps of experts who alone can 
design and market, for example, a new 
airplane, automobile or computer. Before 
the arcane technical knowledge of these 
Specialists, the managers, being laymen, 
have become almost _-howeiléss in 
determining products, wages and prices. 

So far this theory is familiar to Mr. 
Galbraith’s readers. Now he goes on to 
argue that the giant corporations of 
America not only arrange their prices 
pretty much as they please in disregard 
of the theoretically competitive market 
but that, they no longer seriously resist 
the demands of their labor unions. In 
short, the technostructure and the unions 
share a common interest in maximizing 
their own rewards both of money and, 
more important, of power. 


Sham Battles 


Hence ‘they may conduct public sham 
battles, but in truth they live in cosy 
symbiosis and are little concerned with 
the rewards of the shareholders or the 
price paid by the general consumers. 
And having_taken- good care of them- 
selves, in salaries, wages and prestige, 


-they hand on the ever-rising. cost of 


production to the public. 


This. explosion from the heartland, - 


says the professor, may terribly damage 
the community. _It- may 
declared policy of the government (as is 
happening in Canada today). Neverthe- 
less; it continually exports the problems 
of the giants to the rest of the economy 
which, lacking comparative power, 
cannot -resist the shock waves. 

To be sure, the state tries to resist 
them by deflationary budget surpluses, 
harsh monetary. policies, brutal interest 
rates, high taxes and. the whole arsenai 
of orthodox weapons. In the professor's 
opinion these old indirect restraints no 
longer work in a modern economy. The 
belief that they can ever work against

the giants, he says, is. “the most 
unforgivable error in the present -genera- 
tion of American economists,” a 
“theological” error, a -refusal to admit 
“the decline of the market.” 

Therefore, “until we agree on 
substituting some mechanism of public 
determination of wages and prices — 
which I do not think need be very 
complicated — for unhampered deter- 
mination by corporations and unions, the 
strongest parts of the economy will 
continue to export their tensions to the

Qf- course I am not competent to 
judge whether the professor has exag- 
gerated that power, or whether he is 
right in recommending direct state 
intervention in the giants’ affairs to

I believe, however, as I 
ventured to suggest when ‘the argument 
began in the early autumn, that the 
CanaMian government will have to look 
hard at the Galbraithian theorems before 
it is finished. For clearly it is not

_ Collapse 
Or Change

CCORDING to a report in The Times, 
Sir Walter Walker, commander-in- 


chief of Allied forces. in Northern | 


Europe, said in an interview for 
television that NATO's security was 
jeopardized by the apathy of politicians. 
He Was concerned that NATO would 
eventually collapse as countries with- 
drew support as a result pf complacency, 

NATO has withdrawn permission for 
British television to show the interview, 
the report says, for security reasons, But 
there are suggestions that the real cause 


~ May be more political. 


The veracity of this report is 
supported by the malaise of spirit 
evident for some time among NATO 
members, including Canada. As the 
alliance moves through its 2ist year 


there is doubt and anxiety about its 


future, 

Conventional troops played an 
essential part of the success of NATO’s 
first 20 years in deterring the threat of 
aggression in Europe. But now con 
ventional troop strength is threatened by 
lack of faith in their effectiveness, 


~ Canada, withdrawing 5,000 men, has the 


dubious distinction of being the leader in 
the field. 

The Americans are talking about 
redressing the imbalance of burden. The 
French are out and likely to stay out for 
some time. The British have faith in the 
system but lack financial power. Troops 
of other countries are less than 
adequately trained for the most part. 

Britain has made an offer to Bonn 
which would have the effect of maintain. 
ing. troop stfength at present levels in 
Central Europe. after the Canadian 
brigade leaves. A British brigade with- 
drawn at the time of devaluation would 
be returned to the British Army of the 
Rhine, if Bonn would make Britain a 
Satisfactory offer to offset the drain on 
Britain's balance of payments. 


No Over-all Increase 


This offer would result in a change in 
position but no overall increase in NATO 
strength since the brigade remained on 
NATO duty in- Britain. The. British 
government does hot expect any early 
decision and regards the situation as 
somewhat hypothetical, 

Without. adequate conventional forces 
the alliance’s strategy must rest on 
tactical nuclear weapons. A policy for 
such a strategy is being hammered out 
in NATO meetings this year. Hopefully, 
a policy will emerge next year. Some 
believe that ary a in Europe will be 
nuclear; therefore conventional forces 
are not important. Others belleve that 
there is no use trying to strengthen 
forces already hopelessly below strength. 
The jolt of the Soviet invasion of 
Czechosiovakia is fading rapidly, but it 
remains as an example of the type of 
political aggression far more likely to be 
made against a Western country than a 
nuclear war. 

The dilemma was examined in a 
sober, constructive article from the 
American point of view in the October 
edition of Foreign Affairs, an American 
quarterly. The authors were Alain C. 
Enthoven who was deputy secretary for 
systems analysis in the defence depart- 
ment between 1960 and 1969, and K, 
Wayne Smith of the Rand corporation. 

They deal with the problem of troop 
strength and the larger issue of 
reshaping the alliance, Here is the core 
of their argument: 

“The Europeans are not contributing 
to the alliance what their prosperous 
economies would easily allow them to do. 
Even the conventional forces they do 
maintain are often poorly equipped, 
trained and supported. And despite U.S. 
éfforts, the Europeans have done Uttle to 
improve these forces. 

Their solution was to confront the 
Europeans with a new plan, providing 
fewer, but still substantial, American 
forces, greater European forces and 
control over the-alliance. 


Close to Healey Concept 


This is all mere theory now but is not 
too far from the realm of possibility to 
‘be of more than academic interest. It is 
also close to the> European concepts 
already advanced by the British defence 
minister, Dennis Healey, and accepted 
by the new West German defence 
minister, Helmut Schmidt. 

Under the Healey plan, European 
contributions would increase as the 
American forces are reduced to produce 
a “more European identity.” The 
concept would suit ‘the French, who for 
some time have believed that the 
Americans will withdraw more troops 
from Europe. The possibility then arises 
of renewed Anglo-French co-operation, 
although at the moment the British dnaist 
that it would have to be in the context of 
NATO and the French are unwilling to 
rejoin the NATO military framework. 

If the Schmidt thesis is accepted, a. 
decisive policy for conventional forces 
becomes ah urgent European necessity. 
In a recent article he explained the 
thinking behind his willingness to co- 
operate with Mr. Healey; The Brezhnev 
doctrine of intervention, as: practised in 
Czechoslovakia, ig not dead, 
~ “Breznhev is well on the road to a 
foreign policy that will be remade in 
Stalin's image, in which. the whole of 


“Europe will be under the direct influence 


of the Soviets . . . The necessity remains 
to offer the Soviet urge to expand no gap 
or opening: Both before and after the 
Brezhnev . doctrine, this js the key 
strategic task of the Western alliance,” 
Coming as it does from a minister in 
an administration pledged to do what- 
ever it can to improve relations with the 
East, and after his careful analysis 
including an explora mission to 
Moscow, this statement’ must make

Molecular biology is a 
new science. with new 
ideas.

teristics. 

Specifically, under the 
direction of Dr. S. A. Narang, 
work has been undertaken to 
synthesize DNA _ molecules,

outside the cell, of. a key 
protein used" in controlling 
diabetes insulin.

by Dr. Max Perutz, director 
of the British Medical Re- 
search Council's Molecular 
Biology Laboratory. 


The Harvard work has led, 
in an elegant and precise way, 
to the isolation of a group of 
six genes’ responsibility, in 
the «bacterium, for endowing 
the ability to metabolise the 
sugar lactose. 


The group, consisting of two 
strands of DNA wound heli- 
cally like all genetic material, 
is roughly one thousandth of a 
millimetre long. It was iso- 
lated by combining from 
different organisms sing-le 
strands of DNA whose only 
common element was . the 
lactose metabolising group. 


Since the group is complete, 
and the protein to regulate it 
is also isolated, a complete 
operating fragment of a bac- 
terial genetic system is now 
available for study. 


It comprises genes for three 
enzymes including those es- 
sential for control. Through 
manipulation of the control- 
ling enzymes it will eventually 
be possible to unravel in 
precise detail how the system 
works. 


This is of great importance 
because it leads towards an 
understanding of how, in more | 
complex organisms, cells con- 
taining. apparently identical 
genetic information developed 
different characteristics so 
that they perform — highly 
specific structural or meta- 
bolic functions.

Since the protecting 
groups can be attached and 
removed at will, the method 
not only provides a means of 
producing well-defined 
sequences of different bases;

direction. 

Perhaps the greatest asset 
of this method is that it 
allows the products to be 
double the length of the 
reactants each time the frag- 


ments are coupled. The name

All too often, Whittaker 
wrote, a new candidate. for 
council is pushed forward by 
those who have some specific 
policy or action’ in mind. The 
candidate is the vehicle by 
which this change is to be 
brought about. 

“Upon election, the new 
man or woman, becomes 
aware of two facts overlooked 
in the excitement and enthu- 
siasm of the campaign. First; 
he or she is only one of a 
group that makes up council 
and secondly, the cause which

They learn by hearing criti- 
cism of council action on all 
sides, but seldom an approv- 
ing word.” 

This is not to say that a 
candidate. should not have a 
particular goal, or several 
Specific planks in his or her 
platform. ‘But no. member of 
council is doing his or her 
duty who restricts interest 


and activity to. a single 
objective.” 
“Even the one’ who ap- 


proaches- every question with 
‘let's keep the mill rate down’ 
can become extremely tire- 
some, and a heavy drag on 
municipal progress, laudable 
as his or her- intentions may 
be.” 

The Whittaker series then 
pointed out that “the newly 
elected neophyte, particularly 
if he (or she) is a crusader, 
should be forewarned. 

Such a person “will find 
that council, far from being 
ignorant or obdurate about 
the newcomer's particular 
project, has probably sub 
jected it to searching objec- 
tive inquiry. If there has been

The opening of the Victoria 
Hostel for Girls Tuesday 
breught a mixture of feelings. 

For the housemother, Mrs. 
Barbara Evans,. the social 
function was a bif nerve- 
wracking. She was looking 
forward to the first girls 
moving in, and getting on with 
the job. 

Mrs. John A. Di Castri, the 
chairman of the hostel’s 
directors, went toia gathering 
of friends after the opening 
saying she felt 15 years 
younger and 38 pounds lighter. 

To Mrs. Harold Beckwith, 
walking around the old- house 
at 1423 Fernwood was a 
nostalgic trip. 

The house was built by 
former Victoria mayor J. L. 
Beckwith, whose son she 
married. She had spent much 
time there before 1927, 
remembered the Cadillac that 
used to sit in the garage.

The house was sold during” 


the depression shortly after 
her mother-in-law’s death, for 
$4,000, and had been used as 
an apartment building.

The hostel will house up to 
12 girls who need a temporary

Digging Marred 
Normal Tuesday

NOTRE - DAME - DU - LAC, 
Que. (CP) — In the communi- 
ty centre, a juke box was 
blaring and teenagers were 
bowling, playing -pool or just 
hanging around, 


A handful of townspeople 
turned up for the evening 
mass in the big brick Roman 
Catholic church in this parish 
of 2,500 people 120 miles 
northeast of Quebec City. 


It was a normal Tuesday 
night, except for al) that fe- 
verish activity’ across the 


street where they were shov- 


elling burned bodies out of the 
ashes of the old folks’ home, 


The men were working fast 
because authorities were con- 
cerned that the rubble might 
freeze and make removal of 
the victims more difficult. 


Every once in a while, 
another body would be found 
and the spotlight-equipped 
searchers would cry “Un 
autre.” 


By midnight, the count was 
up to 2. Each victim was 
wrapped in a ‘plastic sheet 
and carried off to a makeshift 
morgue, an old shed which 
the dead shared with a pile of 
scrap lumber. 


Police estimated «that the 
death toll in Tuesday morn- 
ing’s fire would be ‘around 
40."* 


SHED NO TEARS 


But if the villagers were 
griefstricken, they weren't ex- 
pressing. their sentiment in 
the street with tears. There 
was a stoniness about them. 
Nobody cried. 


A lot of eurtous peopie came 
to. have a look, including ‘a 
horde of school children who 
crept up as close as possible 
to the scene until they were 
chased away.

A mound of black ashes’ 
with the twisted metal of beds 
and fire escapes was ail that 
remained of Le Repos du 
Vieillard, a three-storey 
wooden structure in the centre 
of the town on a splendid site 
overlooking Lac Temiscouata. 


Among the spectators was a 
maxi-coated girl who lost an 
uncle in the blaze. Her first 
comment when she sniffed the 
bitters weet.air was; “It 
smells.” 

She said the fire was a trag- 
edy, adding: ‘“‘But what do 
you want us to. do?” 

Many people appeared as 
resigned to the disaster as 
they—.are to poverty.in_ this. 
area of mixed farming and 
lumbering on fhe fringes of 
the Gaspe Peninsula. 


Notre-Dame-du-Lac is a 
town along the Trans-Cana- 
dian Highway, bordered in 
this region by a fair share of 
weather-beaten buildings 
abandoned by farmers who 
have given Up tilling the rocky 
soil,

One of Notre-Dame-du-Lac’s 
leading citizens is Charles-Eu-

Wexler takes the film all over Chicago: to a 
punchy roller derby, the ghetto’s clenched fist, 
indoor. sh ranges, National ‘Guard riot 
practice, and finally to the Democratic convention * 
itself. 

Occasionally, Medium Cool sacrifices imagery 
for symbolism ‘and becomes heavy-handed. But the 
weakness is minor, much like naive idealism in the 
service of just cause. Overstatement is an 
American trait and this is a thoroughly American 
movie. < : 

In one of the saddest and most moving scenes 
in the film, Wexler shows the kitchen of the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles moments before 
Robert Kennedy walked into its death. By not 


showing the actual shooting, Wexler forces the 
audience’s imagination to reconstruct Kennedy's 
assassination. . 
When Medium Cool operates on this level: it 
combines important political history «with great 
cinema. STs

But the power is not sustained as Wexler fails 
to develop his main character. The coneclnsion .of 
the film lacks the conviction of its imagery...We 
never completely discoyer how the police. riot at 
the end of the movie reiates to the photographer's 
relationship with the widow. By implication, the 
film fails to relate itself to any of the themes it 
suggests. 

Medium Cool leaves Victoria on Thursday. It 
deserves a far longer showing.

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"TWIN BED’ SITUATION IN NEW BRUNSWICK 


Soft’ Barrier Only Exists in Acadia 


By JOSEPH MacSWEEN 


MONCTON (OP) — “It’s a 
twin-bed situation,” said an 
Acadian leader of the relation- 
ship between the French and 
English-speaking p.eo p]e-of 
New Brunawick. 

Euclide Daigle, administra. 
tive secretary of the Societe 
Nationale des Acadiens, made 
it clear nonetheless that twin 
beds and separate dwellings 
are far different things. 

A former journalist, he re- 
plied sharply when a reporter 
asked him to speak specifical- 
ly of the Acadian mood at 
present and then the mood of 
New Brunswickers generally. 

“There are not two New 
Brunswicks,” he declared. 
“There's just one entity.” 

The linguistic groups were 
reasonably well equipped to 
promote the province in their

respective approaches and 
they looked at things Cana- 
dian in much the same man- 
ner despite a certain lack of 
dialogue between them. 


RATIO REFLECTED 


What ts the feeling in this 
paradoxica] province —tradi- 
tional bastion of United Em- 
pire Loyalists yet the first, 
outside Quebec, to elect a 
French-language premier? 

There are arguments, of 

course, but perhaps the 
award-winning author and ed- 
itor, Stuart Trueman of Saint 
John, summed it-up when he 
wrote: 
_ “The plain fact is that New 
Brunswick—the province 
which, more. than any other, 
reflects the ratio of English 
and French in Canada—has 
been a model of mutual good- 
will for the rest of Canada.” 

Mr. Trueman conceded -it is 
conceivable that a French- 
English crisis could erupt in 
New Brunswick. Acadians had 
been patient about winning 
their rights—‘‘and with good 
reason.” 

“They've been winning 
them slowly, but steadily sand 
surely, on a basis of under- 
standing and goodwill, without 
the.necessity of riotous fanati- 
cal demonstrations which 
would have only antagonized 
the English-speaking people 
and caused them to dig in 
their heels." 

Mr. Daigle said Acadians. 
who comprise roughly 40 per 
eent of the population, were 
traditionally poorer than their 
English-speaking compatriots, 
hut comparisons with Quebec 
were inexact. 

He feels Louis Robichaud, 
New Brunswick’s first Aca- 
dian premier, is correct in 
maintaining that the province 
can set an example in Can- 
ada, but “it will take a few 
years yet.”

CONSENT UNANIMOUS 

Now the University of 
Moncton had been established 
by the provincial legislature 
with “the unanimous consent 
of the English population and 
with their encouragement.” 

Mr. Boudreau maintains 
that Acadians have evolved a 
“practical philosophy,"" de- 
void of sentiment, toward both 
of Canada’s mother countries. 

“We were expelled by the 
English in 1755 and abandoned 
by the French, so that's. det- 
tled,”” he said. “There is an 
affinity culturally for France 
but’ it: stops there—no senti- 
ment involved.” 

History, however, had pro- 
duced a different attitude in 
English-speaking New Brun- 
swickers, many of them des- 
cendants of the United Em- 
pire Loyalists. 

“Those people came be- 
cause they did not want to | 
live under any fiag but the 
Union ‘Jack,"” said Mr? Bou- 
dreau. “They were compara- 
tively well treated by their 
mother country. They were 
given help and land. 

“So sentimentally and tradi- 
tionally they remained much | 
more strongly. attached to 
England than the French Aca- 
dians to France.” 

What about attitudes to Que- 
bec? | 
FEAR SEPARATISM 

“T think all Maritimers are 
terribly afraid of Quebec se- 
paratism precisely because of 
the feeling that if Quebec sep- | 
arated it would automatically 
separate us from the rest of 
Canada. 

“This is as true of French 
Acadians as of the others. 
They want to feel at home in 
all Canada. Culturally they 
have much affinity with Que- | 
bec. But the Acadians have 
their own history. They have 
been separated from Quebec 
for 200 years, practically iso- 
lated, and they are not strong- 
ly attached sentimentally to 
the province of Quebec...” 

Mr. Boudreau said that in 
Neéw Brunswick there are still 
a “few spots and groups” re- 
taining old antipathies toward [ 
Acadians. | 

But he and Mr. Daigle | 
stressed in separate conversa- 
tions that they attach no im- | 
portance to the group called 
the Canadian, Loyalist Asso 
ciation, formerly known as 
the Maritime Loyalist Asso- 
ciation.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 
Army Crossed Maine 
To Defend Canada | 


By BOB BOWMAN 

When the, Treaty of Ghent 
was signed, ending the War of 
1812, British and U.S. dele- 
yates drank to the toast “May 
the gates of Janus, here 
closed, not be opened again 
for a century’. The wish has 
come true in the sense that 
Britain and the U.S. have not 
fought each other since then, 
but. there have been “many 
close calls, Even as recently 
as 1903 President Theodore 
Roosevelt threatened to send 
troops into Canada to get the 
Alaska boundary established 
along a line drawn by the U.S,’ 


Another occasion when 
Canada might have become 
the battleground of a war 
between Britain and the U.S. 
was in 1861. During the 
American Civil War a north- 
ern warship stopped a British 
liner on the Atlantic and took 
off some Confederate officials 
who were going to London and 
Paris. 

Both sides were furious 
owing to. this and other 
incidents. Britain rushed 
14,000 troops across the At- 
lantic to defend Canada in the 
event of war, but they did not 
begin to arrive until De- 
cember 3, 1861, when the St. 
Lawrence was frozen. Halifax 
and Saint John were the chief 
disembarkation ports, and the 
troops had to get to Quebec in 
winter conditions, They drove 
in sleighs and even marched 
on snowshoes, which must 
have been a comical sight as 
most of the British soldiers 
had-—never.even seen snow 
before.

OTTAWA (CP) The 
owner of an Alberta construc- 
tion. firm has lost a tax case 
before the tax appeal-board in 
which he claimed $4,410 ex- 
penses for maintaining a 
$5,000 race horse that won no 
money. 

“Tt was a clear case of all 
outgo and no income,” said 
board member J. O. Weldon 
in a written judgment. 

Norman Nilsen, a carpenter 
who came to Canada from 


Norway and ngland in 1952 * 


and established a sizable. 


construction business, bought 
the race ‘horse named Comte 
de Paris in 1965, and paid 
$4,410 that year for its 
maintenance, training and 
miscellaneous expenses. 

He claimed the expense for 
tax purposes against his total 
income for the year, on the 
basis that he was in the 
business of farming, which, 
under the Income Tax Act, 
includes “maintaining of 
horses for racing.”’ 

He later traded the horse 
back to the seller for another 


horse because Comte de Paris 
“could race straight but it 
could not go round the bend,”* 
he told the board, 

He also

BRUSSELS — NATO defence ministers today 
approved plans to use nuclear weapons against War- 
saw Pact nations in the event of a Communist attack 


in Europe. 


No nuclear bombs would fall on Russia in the 
early stages of the conflict, diplomatic sources said, 
because NATO. wotild hope to deter Russia by bomb- 


ing her satellites. 


If a Communist troop advance continued, Soviet 
targets would have to be considered in-later stages, 


the meeting decided. 


‘Approval of the NATO nu- 
clear strike plan today comes 
as communist’members of the 
Warsaw Pact are meeting in 
Moscow, apparently in search 
of a common policy toward 
friendship overtures made by 
West Germany, a NATO 
member nation. 

Observers also 
likely the communist leaders 
like the Western Allies, are 
weighing the chances of an all- 
European security conference 
sometime next year. 

During the. same sesssion 
today in which the nuclear 
policy gained approval, 
Britain pledged to boost its 
NATO forces to plug a gap 
left by scheduled Canadian 
withdrawals from Europe. 

Canada plans to reduce its 
NATO force stationed in West 
Germany by 4,800 men, about 


half its total there. British
